There seem to be so few 
available people to carry all the manifold projects and 
pursuits in which the town is engaged, that many a man 
finds himself spending his life dashing from committee 
meeting to committee meeting, promoting this and that 
for the welfare of something, when what he would really 
like to do w ould he to mow the lawn, play a game of 
golf, go fishing or just take a quiet drive. 

Once a man takes up the responsibilities of good citi¬ 
zenship, the demands on his time multiply. He may 
have some organizing ability, or have a gift for meet¬ 
ing the public, or be generous in the use of his car. Then 
every group calls upon him to help. He is a marked 
man, and finds it increasingly difficult to refuse. 

Around a few keymen in almost every town, all the 
activities revolve. This is not with fixed intention. 
There is no doubt they would be happy to be released, 
but they have a driving quality which will not permit 
anything they undertake to die. It would admittedly be 
much more ideal and representative if duties and offices 
were widely distributed, thus giving every person in 
the town responsibility for some project. In fact in¬ 
stead of earning town gratitude, the leaders are apt to 
rouse resentment on the ground that they want to con¬ 
trol everything. Rarely is that charge true. There is 
crying need in any little town for the active support of 
every individual, and any display of interest is likely to 
be snapped up with startling eagerness. The very ones 
who are most likely to decry the efforts of others, are 
those who refuse themselves to take any responsibility. 

There is perhaps all too little appreciation of the time 
which is donated by a few people in promoting town 
progress in the line of civic affairs, sport or philanthro¬ 
pic work. We want sport tie-up with other towns, but 
who does the organizing and who provides the cars. We 
admit that certain social or charitable causes are worth 
while, but who gets the machinery running, and does 
the canvassing? 

And another feature of small town life which creates 
its own complications is that he who believes very ar¬ 
dently in any project, must be prepared to assist in oth¬ 
er projects if he expects successfully to promote his 
own. You may specialize in some one line of endeavor, 
but you dare not refuse to recognize the worthiness of 
other people’s interests, if you have to appeal to the 
public. This of course, multiplies contributions to 
many things for which the individual may have no 


Hitler’s antipathy toward Jews is no more fierce than 
was his antipathy toward Communists. If the Jews can 
make it worth while he will switch in his attitude toward 
them as he did towards the Communists; He has no princi¬ 
ples—he has not even prejudices against those who can 
help him.

It may be 
that he has learned some of the inducements held out to 
Petain for French collaboration, and that they run counter 
to Spanish expectations. On the other, hand, he may yet 
do what Mussolini did—take all he can get from Britain 
and then stab her in the back.
